For  the  first  time  in  many  years  the  fire  department  spent  more  money 
than  was  raised  by  appropriation.  This  overdraft  was  $394.14.  The  reason 
for  this  was  the  necessity  of  replacing  a  portable  pump  which  broke  down 
completely.  Its  replacement  cost  was  $424.10.  Fortunately  the  department 
had  saved  $2,613.60  over  a  period  of  years.  This  is  in  a  trust  fund  designated 
for  the  purchase  of  fire  equipment.  Since  there  is  now  a  need  for  new  hose, 
the  department  recommends  that  this  amount  be  withdrawn  to  make  up  the 
deficit  caused  by  the  overdraft  as  well  as  purchasing  the  needed  hose.  Current 
hose  prices  for  Wi  inch  is  $.96  per  foot.  The  cost  of  2Vz  inch  hose  is  $  1 .52 
per  foot.  It  would  seem  that  the  department  could  purchase  1500  feet  of 
the  Wi  inch  hose  and  500  feet  of  the  2lA  inch  hose. 

On  October  18,  1969,  a  1952  Ford  F-6  Fire  Truck  was  presented  to 
the  fire  department  by  Francis  Lahteine  of  Warren,  N.H.  and  Hyannis,  Mas- 
sachusetts. This  truck  has  a  500  gpm  pump  and  a  600  gallon  tank.  It  also 
has  20  feet  of  hard  suction  hose  and  some  other  used  hose.  This  equipment 
is  in  very  good  condition  and  is  a  great  addition  to  the  department. 
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At  the  present  time  we  have  several  of  our  younger  firemen  serving  in 
the  Armed  Forces.  This  fact  reduces  our  manpower  complement  in  a  small 
rural. fire  department.  We  look  for  these  boys  to  be  back  with  us  soon. 

We  welcome  the  new  addition  to  the  fire  department  building.  It  is 
still  without  heat  and  has  not  been  wired  for  electricity.  This  will  give  the 
firemen  more  room  to  move  equipment  and  dry  hose.  It  will  also  house 
some  of  the  highway  department  equipment.

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REPORT  OF  THE  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN  AND  DISTRICT  CHIEF 

The  1969  fire  season  was  a  quiet  one  in  this  area.   Frequent  rains  kept 
the  danger  to  a  minimum  and  there  were  few  violations.  Your  Forest  Fire 
Warden's  job  would  be  easier  if  everyone  understood  the  State  laws  that 
govern  the  kindling  of  outdoor  fires.  A  synopsis  of  these  laws  follow: 

Fire  Permit 

A  fire  permit  is  needed  for  all  outdoor  fires  in  or  near  woodland  anytime 
the  ground  is  not  covered  with  snow.  This  includes  household  waste  burning, 
even  if  in  an  incinerator,  grass  burning,  garden  trash  as  well  as  brush  burning. 
Such  burning  is  restricted  by  regulation  to  be  prior  to  9:00  a.m.  and  after 
5:00  p.m. 

Exceptions 

Commercial  or  industrial  burning  is  allowed  anytime  under  normal  con- 
ditions with  permission  of  the  District  Chief  and  a  permit  from  the  Fire 
Warden. 

Camp  or  cooking  fires  are  allowed  on  your  own  property  with  permis- 
sion of  the  Fire  Warden.  On  another's  property  with  written  permission  of 
the  landowner  and  permission  of  the  Fire  Warden.  The  Warden  can  forbid 
such  fires  if  in  a  hazardous  area.  Permits  for  cooking  fires  in  the  White  Moun- 
tain National  Forest  can  be  obtained  from  the  Laconia  Office  or  at  the 
Ranger  Stations.  Permits  are  not  required  in  public  camp  or  picnic  grounds 
where  fireplaces  have  been  built  for  this  purpose. 

Penalties 

1 .  For  kindling  a  fire  without  a  permit.  Maximum  of  $200.00  fine;  or  im- 
prisonment for  not  more  than  60  days. 

2.  For  kindling  a  fire  by  any  means  wilfully  or  recklessly  that  shall  endanger 
woodlands  the  maximum  fire  is  $500.00  or  one  year's  imprisonment. 

3.  For  failure  to  totally  extinguish  a  camp  or  cooking  fire  before  leaving 
it  the  same  penalties  as  in  (1)  above. 

4.  For  dropping  inflammable  material  in  or  near  woodland  maximum  fine 
of  $25.00. 
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Fire  prevention  is  a  personal  matter  and  a  good  habit.   Keep  our  town 
free  from  smokes  in  1970.

REPORT  OF  THE  CIVIL  DEFENSE  DIRECTOR 

There  has  been  very  little  Civil  Defense  activity  at  the  local  level  this 
past  year.  A  few  test  or  alert  calls  were  received  from  the  Concord  head- 
quarters and  these  account  for  what  activity  there  has  been.  The  pickup 
truck,  assigned  to  the  local  Civil  Defense  unit,  has  been  used  a  few  times  by 
the  highway  department  and  fire  department.  This  is  not  only  allowed  by 
Civil  Defense  authority,  but  such  use  is  also  of  some  benefit  to  the  truck  as 
well.  The  truck  has  been  kept  in  good  condition  and  ready  for  use,  and  to 
this  end  some  repair  work  has  been  done  on  it.

The  past  year  has  been  one  of  great  accomplishment.  It  has  also  been  a 
busy  year  for  our  personnel. 

One  of  our  part-time  nurses  left  the  area  and  a  few  months  ago  Mrs.  Irene 
Geness  was  employed  as  a  full-time  nurse.  We  feel  very  fortunate  that  we 
now  have  the  services  of  two  full-time  nurses,  both  of  whom  were  formerly 
Directors  of  Nurses  at  hospitals  where  they  were  previously  employed.  There 
is  also  one  part-time  nurse,  an  occupational  therapist  and  one  physio-therapist. 
In  October  a  second  vehicle,  a  Volkswagon,  was  purchased.  This  purchase 
was  approved  by  the  Directors  as  they  felt  the  first  vehicle  had  more  than 
paid  for  itself.  It  is  now  planned  to  install  a  two-way  radio  in  this  vehicle. 

The  estimated  budget  for  the  period  April  1,  1970  to  March  31,  1971 
is  about  $32,000.00.  The  Town  of  Warren  should  therefore  raise  S  228.00, 
the  same  amount  as  in  the  two  previous  years.  Some  statistics  concerning 
the  activities  of  the  agency  are  here  included:

Last  fall  I  replaced  Margaret  Whitcher  as  your  director  and  was  partic- 
ularly glad  of  this  opportunity  because  this  is  one  area  in  which  I  have  great 
interest.  In  recent  years  I  have  come  to  know  some  of  the  physical  and 
mental  needs  of  the  elderly,  many  of  whom  have  taken  advantage  of,  and 
been  greatly  helped  by,  this  service. 

We  have  found  that  there  are  still  many  people  who  either  know  nothing 
about  the  agency  or  about  the  services  of  the  agency.  It  is  not  entirely  de- 
voted to  the  needs  of  the  elderly  but  includes  services  to  the  new  mother, 
and/or  the  new  baby  and  to  any  man  or  woman,  boy  or  girl  who  may  be  in 
need  of  a  nurse  or  therapist  for  any  number  of  reasons.  Any  one  wishing 
the  services  of  the  agency  or  desiring  further  information  should  not  hesitate 
to  contact  me  or  the  office  in  Plymouth. 
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I  attended  my  first  directors  meeting  in  October  1969  and  was  greatly 
impressed  by  the  other  members  of  the  board  as  well  as  to  learn  of  the  ac- 
complishments of  the  agency  from  its  beginning,  and  especially  during  the 
past  year.  I  feel  that  the  Pemi-Baker  Home  Health  Agency  has  a  very  good 
program  and  I  hope  Warren  will  continue  to  support  it.

Dear  Sirs: 

The  town  of  Warren  continues  to  receive  excellent  health  services.  The 
Mt.  Mooselaukee  Health  Center  staffed  by  Dr.  Omer  Brochu  and  his  wife  of- 
fers medical  care  of  a  calibre  which  is  rarely  available  today.  We  owe  a  debt 
of  gratitude  to  the  trustees,  townspeople  and  summer  residents  whose  hard 
work  and  generosity  previously  established  and  presently  maintain  the  Mt. 
Mooselaukee  Health  Center. 

The  citizens  of  Warren  are  also  served  by  the  Pemi-Baker  Home  Health 
Agency  (home  nursing  care),  Lakes  Region  Mental  Health  Center  and  the 
Woodsville  ambulance.  The  Cottage  Hospital  of  Haverhill,  Mary  Hitchcock 
Memorial  Hospital  of  Hanover  and  the  Sceva  Speare  Memorial  Hospital  of 
Plymouth  are  utilized  by  Warren  residents. 

Again  this  year  a  series  of  immunization  clinics  have  been  held  at  the 
Mt.  Mooselaukee  Health  Center  under  the  direction  of  Dr.  Omer  Brochu  for 
the  people  of  Warren,  Wentworth  and  Rumney.  Children  from  other  towns 
have  also  attended:  Ashland,  Beebe  River,  Campton,  No.  Woodstock,  Orford. 
Plymouth,  and  Thornton.  Eight  Clinics  were  held  from  February  5  th,  1969 
through  November  12th,  1969.

COMMENTS 

It  will  be  noted  that  the  financial  condition  of  the  South  Main  Street 
Water  District  is  better  than  in  any  previous  year.  Except  for  minor  main- 
tenance and  repair  costs,  the  system  has  functioned  well.  The  indebtedness 
will  be  nearly  liquidated  in  1970.  With  only  $  100  left  to  pay  on  the  bank 
note,  it  seems  reasonable  to  either  reduce  the  monthly  charges  or  consider 
the  installation  of  some  rust  inhibiting  device.  This  has  long  been  a  goal  but 
finances  have  never  before  permitted  serious  consideration  of  such  an  instal- 
lation. A  year  or  two  ago  it  was  estimated  that  the  cost  of  that  type  of  equip- 
ment would  be  somewhere  between  $  1 ,200  and  $  1,500.  It  is  for  the  users  of 
water  to  evaluate  the  cost  of  controlling  the  amount  of  rust  in  the  water 
against  the  cost  of  filtering  it  out  at  the  pump  house.  If  the  district  should 
vote  to  do  this,  it  might  be  feasible  to  extend  the  next  loan  over  a  four  or 
five  year  period  and  perhaps  consider  reducing  the  water  charges  by  about 
a  dollar  per  month. 
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TOWN  OF  WARREN 
Comments 

The  chief  interest  of  most  of  our  citizens  is  now  centered  upon  the  re- 
cent change  in  ownership  of  the  Lake  Tarleton  Club  property.  After  more 
than  twenty-five  years  of  association  with  this  summer  resort,  including  sea- 
sonal work  for  many  of  our  people,  we  now  are  anxiously  watching  a  new 
development.  There  will  obviously  be  a  lot  of  activity  there  soon.  What  ever 
the  future  brings  to  this  proposed  development,  it  will  most  certainly  effect 
this  entire  area.  Bosie  Cascade,  Inc.  is  a  large  and  wealthy  corporation.  Its 
resources  are  great  and  its  record  of  successes  just  about  guarantees  full  im- 
plementation of  the  plans.  These  plans  should  be  firm  by  the  first  of  May 
and  it  has  been  about  decided  that  these  final  plans  will  be  made  a  matter  of 
public  knowledge  at  a  meeting  in  Warren,  under  the  auspices  of  the  Warren 
Volunteer  Fire  Department.  The  best  prediction  now  is  that  Warren  will  be 
able  to  realize  a  greatly  increased  tax  from  that  part  of  the  property  which 
lies  within  the  township  of  Warren,  than  we  ever  have  in  the  past.  It  may  be 
several  years  before  any  great  increase  in  tax  revenue  is  obtained  but  there 
should  be  a  steady  increase  beginning  within  the  next  two  or  three  years  as 
building  lots  are  developed  and  sold.  Warren  will  eventually  be  involved  in 
some  substantial  expense  there.  The  road  system  will  be  built  by  Boise  Cas- 
cade but  may  well  later  become  the  responsibility  of  the  towns  of  Warren  and 
Piermont.  The  town  may  someday  be  responsible  for  a  share  of  the  costs  of 
fire  and  police  protection,  but  no  definite  plans  have  been  discussed  or  pro- 
posed for  any  of  these  services.  By  recognizing  our  potential  tax  revenue  and 
our  possible  responsibilities  as  well,  we  should  be  able  to  plan  adequately  for 
all  of  these  eventualities.  It  is  reasonable  to  assume  therefore  that  a  marked 
increase  in  revenue  will  precede  any  substantial  expense.  The  best  approach 
now  seems  to  offer  our  cooperation  and  to  keep  informed  as  to  what  is  de- 
veloping. 

Of  immediate  concern  is  the  matter  of  zoning  and/or  sub-division  regu- 
lations. It  should  be  remembered  that  no  regulations  of  any  kind  can  be  in- 
stituted unless  approved  by  a  vote  of  the  people  of  the  town.  The  area  of 
community  planning  is  so  precisely  regulated  by  State  Law  that  no  rules  or 
regulations  can  be  made  without  hearings,  discussions  and  finally  a  vote.  It 
is  our  duty  to  attend  scheduled  meetings  and  to  keep  as  well  informed  as  pos- 
sible so  that  future  votes,  if  they  occur,  will  be  valid  and  will  reflect  the  will 
of  the  citizens.  Your  town  officials  plan  to  do  all  they  can  to  provide  the 
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necessary  information  to  fully  evaluate  the  need  for  such  regulations. 

We  are  again  considering  an  appropriation  for  the  Paul  Ricker  ambu- 
lance service.  It  should  be  noted  that  in  1969  this  service  responded  to  419 
calls  from  the  several  towns  included  in  the  area.  Of  these  1 1  were  calls 
from  Warren.  The  operating  budget  for  1970  totals  $6,600.00  and  includes 
the  following  items: 

Salary  for  additional  help  $6,100.00 

Workmen's  compensation  40.00 

Liability  insurance  100.00 

Ambulance  insurance  60.00 

Social  security  on  ambulance  help         300.00 

Total  $6,600.00 

The  proposed  arrangement  with  Mr.  LaFontaine  in  Plymouth  did  not  materi- 
alize and  no  request  has  been  made  for  financial  support  of  the  existing  am- 
bulance service  in  Plymouth. 

A  report  from  the  Lakes  Region  Mental  Health  Center  in  Laconia  shows 
that  Warren  has  received  some  benefits  from  this  very  worthwhile  agency.  As 
its  report  shows,  the  demands  upon  its  staff  are  increasing.  Perhaps  someday 
this  type  of  facility  will  be  adequately  funded  at  the  State  level  but  until 
then  we  should  try  to  provide  limited  funds  for  its  continuation.  During  the 
past  year  Doctor  Robert  Page,  Ph.D.  has  been  in  the  Warren  school  on  a  reg- 
ular visiting  basis. 

The  State  Highway  Department  now  proposes  to  rebuild  or  replace  the 
bridge  on  Route  25C  over  Black  Brook.  A  pipe  arch  type  construction  is 
planned.  The  cost  of  the  project  is  estimated  at  $42,500.00  of  which  War- 
ren's share  is  $8,500.00.  The  reason  for  this  request  originates  in  the  old 
highway  laws  which  were  based  upon  a  principle  of  Town-State  cooperation. 
Once  this  bridge  is  replaced,  the  State  will  assume  full  responsibility  for 
future  maintenance  and  any  costs  of  repairs.  The  Town's  responsibility  will 
end  forever  with  the  completion  of  this  project. 

Inspite  of  an  overdraft  of  $  1 ,400.00  in  the  highway  maintenance  account, 
Mr.  Wright  is  not  asking  for  any  increase  this  year.  However,  there  are  three 
articles  in  the  Warrant  related  to  this  department.  One  asks  for  Blue  Cross- 
Blue  Shield  coverage  for  the  Road  Agent  and  his  family.  This  is  becoming  a 
standard  fringe  benefit  in  industry  and  in  many  professional  and  semi-profes- 
sional positions.  The  investment  is  relatively  small  and  the  benefits  to  our 
only  full-time  employee  are  great.  It  certainly  provides  an  added  incentive 
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for  him  to  retain  the  position.  Another  article  asks  for  the  consideration  of 
the  purchase  of  a  V-plow  for  the  truck.  The  present  one  has  long  since  passed 
the  point  where  it  can  be  repaired  satisfactorily. 

Mrs.  Margaret  Whitcher  resigned  her  position  as  Warren's  representative 
on  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Pemi-Baker  Home  Health  Agency.  Her  years 
of  service  in  this  very  valuable  agency  are  greatly  appreciated.  Mrs.  Judith 
Lupien  was  appointed  to  succeed  Mrs.  Whitcher.  Her  acceptance  of  this  task 
is  most  welcome  and  she  has  capably  assumed  her  responsibilities. 

This  past  year  there  have  been  overdrafts  in  many  accounts.  Two  facts 
appear  to  be  obvious  causes  of  this  situation  and  should  be  corrected.  The 
first  factor  is  that  appropriations  must,  of  necessity,  reflect  increased  costs 
and  to  that  end  your  Selectmen  have  increased  about  every  request.  The 
second  factor  is  that  bills  from  various  departments  are  not  submitted  when 
purchases  are  made  and  thus  nobody  is  aware  of  how  much  has  been  spent 
in  many  of  the  accounts  until  an  overdraft  is  inevitable  or  has  already  occur- 
red. The  Selectmen  are  planning  to  devise  some  system  to  improve  efficiency 
in  this  regard. 

The  Town  was  most  fortunate  in  acquiring  a  fire  truck  from  the  Town  of 
Hyannis,  Massachusetts.  This  piece  of  equipment  was  delivered  fully  equip- 
ped and  is  a  valuable  addition  to  the  local  department.  The  budget  for  that 
department  is  larger  than  for  many  years  but  is  badly  needed  to  provide  new 
equipment  and  to  replace  obsolete  and  outworn  items. 

During  the  next  few  months  an  attempt  will  be  made  to  re-assess  all 
property  in  the  Town  and  to  assemble  necessary  information  for  a  card  file 
of  pertinent  information  about  all  property.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  every 
property  owner  will  cooperate  fully  in  providing  all  the  requested  information 
when  asked  to  do  so,  even  if  this  necessitates  returning  questionnaires.

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EXPLANATION  OF  SUPERINTENDENT'S  SALARY 

Chapter  189,  Section  48  Revised  Statutes  Annotated  of  the  State  of 
New  Hampshire,  requires  that  the  school  district  annual  report  show  the  total 
amount  paid  to  the  superintendent  of  schools  as  per  the  following  quotation: 
"Reports.  Each  superintendent  of  a  supervisory  union  shall  annually  prepare 
a  report  of  the  total  salary  paid  to  the  superintendent,  showing  in  detail  the 
amount  paid  by  the  state  and  each  local  school  district,  and  their  share  of  same. 
Said  report  shall  be  filed  with  the  school  board  of  each  school  district  in- 
volved and  shall  be  included  in  the  annual  report  of  the  respective  school  dis- 
trict as  a  separate  entry.  A  like  report  and  entry  shall  be  made  for  each  assist- 
ant superintendent,  teacher  consultant,  and  business  administrators,  if  any  is 
in  service  in  the  union." 

One-half  of  the  supervisory  union  expenses  is  prorated  among  the  several 
school  districts  of  the  union  on  the  basis  of  adjusted  valuations.  One-half  is 
prorated  on  the  basis  of  average  daily  membership  in  the  school  for  the  previous 
school  year  ending  June  30th.  The  salary  of  $  1 1 ,500,  which  was  received  by 
the  superintendent  of  schools  of  Supervisory  Union  #  48  during  1968  and  1969 
was  made  up  as  follows:   $4000.00  paid  by  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  and 
$7500.00  pro-rated  among  the  several  school  districts.  Allowance  of  $1400.00 
for  travel  within  the  union  was  also  pro-rated  as  stated  above.

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REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

This  will  be  my  final  report  as  your  Superintendent  of  Schools.  Effec- 
tive July  1 ,  1970  the  State  Board  of  Education,  at  the  request  of  the  district, 
has  transferred  Warren  into  the  Woodsville  Supervisory  Union.  They  already 
have  a  Cooperative  school  organization  in  operation  and  your  children  can 
benefit  by  being  part  of  it. 

Your  principal  has  made  such  a  detailed  report  many  things  have  already 
been  said  that  I  would  normally  report.  You  have,  in  my  opinion,  a  dedicated 
group  of  teachers  who  do  everything  possible  to  provide  a  meaningful  educa- 
tional experience  for  the  children.  You  are,  of  course,  hampered  by  multiple 
grades  and  space  which  I  will  bring  up  at  another  point. 

As  you  look  ahead  I  think  the  major  areas  where  you  should  place  more  em- 
phasis are  mathematics  and  science.  These  seem  to  be  the  parts  of  the  curric- 
ulum where  test  scores  and  teacher  observation  indicate  a  need  for  more  em- 
phasis. This  is  more  pronounced  in  the  upper  grades  and  is  not  necessarily 
the  result  of  poor  teaching.  It  is  very  difficult,  if  not  impossible,  to  find 
teachers  who  are  equally  competent  in  all  areas,  especially  in  the  upper  grades. 

There  has  been  some  discussion  about  tuitioning  out  grades  7  and  8  next 
year.  I  would  endorse  this  action.  Undoubtedly  it  will  cost  a  little  more 
money  but  your  pupils  attending  Woodsville  High  School  will  be  at  a  great 
disadvantage  competing  with  other  young  people  who  have  already  had  the 
benefit  of  specialized  Junior  High  School  instruction. 

Some  of  you  have  heard  a  discussion  concerning  the  Minimum  Standards 
for  Elementary  Schools  that  has  been  endorsed  by  the  State  Board  of  Educa- 
tion. Under  our  present  situation  it  will  be  next  to  impossible  to  meet  them. 
Perhaps  you  should  consider  forming  a  Cooperative  Elementary  School  for 
grades  K  through  6  with  Wentworth  and  let  each  town  decide  where  to  send 
grades  7  and  8.  This  is  only  a  thought  but  under  such  a  plan  the  districts 
would  receive  40%  of  the  principal  payments  on  the  building  which  would 
not  make  an  unreasonable  financial  burden. 

I  have  enjoyed  working  with  you  and  the  school  boards  and  wish  you  every 
success  in  your  future  educational  ventures.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  NURSE 
Jan.  1,  1969- Jan.  1,  1970 

The  Nurse  visited  the  school  39  times  during  the  School  Year. 

The  children  were  inspected  frequently  for  signs  of  illness,  skin  infec- 
tions, scalp  and  hair  infections  and  cleanliness. 

A  check  was  made  to  see  if  each  one  had  a  vaccination  for  small  pox 
which  is  a  compulsory  state  law. 

First  aid  supplies  were  bought  and  the  first  aid  cabinet  kept  supplied. 

The  Nurse  gave  first  aid  treatment  when  in  the  school. 

The  childrens'  teeth  were  examined  and  children  were  taken  to  Dr.  Jam- 
back  in  January  and  February  1969  for  treatment. 

The  state  dental  hygienist  visited  each  classroom  and  gave  an  interesting 
talk  and  demonstration  on  good  dental  care.  Also  showed  films  on  dental 
hygiene. 

Immunization  clinics  were  held  at  the  Warren  Medical  Center  for  all 
that  needed  any  type  of  immunizations. 

Physicals  were  done  by  Dr.  Brochu  on  Grades  1 ,  4,  and  7  and  notices 
sent  home  if  any  defects  found. 

Screening  tests  were  done  on  each  for  vision  and  hearing  and  notices 
sent  home  on  all  that  failed  the  tests  advising  to  see  their  family  doctor. 

All  first  grade  children  were  given  a  tine  test  for  tuberculosis.  All  were 
negative. 

The  state  T.B.  Association  only  tests  first  graders  at  present  time. 

A  pre-school  registration  was  held  in  June. 

Home  visits  were  made  when  needed  for  conferences  with  parents  on 
health  or  clinics,  guidance,  mental  health,  sight  conservation  and  orthopedic 
and  hearing. 

The  nurse  attended  meetings  with  psychologists  and  welfare  workers. 
Also  attended  a  series  of  lectures  on  The  Child  Under  Stress  in  the  Classroom. 
Held  in  Laconia  4  to  7  p.m.  once  a  week  for  10  weeks. 

A  special  hearing  test  was  given  to  first  grade  children  by  the  State 
Board  of  Health.

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REPORT  OF  WARREN  VILLAGE  SCHOOL  PRINCIPAL 


I  am  pleased  to  write  a  report  as  your  Principal.  It  is  one  of  the  duties 
of  a  school  principal  to  conduct  continuing  public  relations  with  all  of  the 
members  of  his  staff  and  community  in  which  he  serves. 

We  opened  school  on  September  3,  1969  with  77  pupils  registered.  Since 
then  we  have  lost  three  students  and  gained  two.  As  of  today  our  enrollment 
is  76  (8  grades).

The  hot  lunch  program  now  operates  on  a  year-round  basis  under  the 
supervision  of  Mrs.  Shirley  Hight  and  Mrs.  Lydia  Belyea. 

The  Warren-Glencliff  Parent  Teachers  Association  continues  its  usual 
fine  activity  under  the  leadership  of  its  president  Nelson  Kennedy.  Sponsor- 
ing the  turkey  shoot,  thanksgiving  dance,  contributing  to  the  Christmas  pro- 
gram, holding  an  open  meeting  to  discuss  elementary  school  minimum  stand- 
ards and  sponsoring  the  winter  carnival  are  but  a  few  of  the  activities  which 
greatly  enrich  our  school  and  community  life  in  Warren. 

The  staff  decided  to  work  toward  purchasing  a  copying  machine  for  the 
school.  This  is  a  machine  which  would  enable  us  to  make  copies  of  material 
for  use  in  our  regular  ditto  machine  thus  making  extra  copies  for  classroom 
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use.  It  is  hoped  that  one  half  of  the  $400.00  will  be  forth-coming  from  the 
Federal  Government.  Various  projects  and  activities  have  been  held  to  help 
come  up  with  the  local  half  of  the  machine. 

We  have  had  several  special  units  of  work  this  year.  Grades  5,  6,  7  &  8 
during  the  fall  months  had  a  special  unit  on  OUR  AMERICAN  LAND.  Using 
programs  from  the  New  Hampshire  Network  from  Durham,  we  augmented 
our  lessons  with  films  and  speakers  from  the  area:  Michael  Danahey,  Grafton 
County  Soil  Conservationist;  Leonard  Newell,  U.S.  Forester;  John  Ricard, 
District  Fire  Chief;  and  Richard  Rutherford,  Grafton  County  Agricultural 
Agent.  The  main  purpose  of  this  unit  of  work  was  to  make  us  more  aware  of 
the  proper  use  of  our  land  and  environment.  A  unit  on  healthful  living  will 
be  coming  up  during  March  and  April. 

Dr.  Robert  Page,  Ph.D.  Executive  Director  of  the  Lakes  Region  Mental 
Health  Center  of  Laconia  now  visits  our  school  about  once  each  month.  This 
service  has  been  of  tremendous  value  in  helping  students  learn  better. 

The  New  Hampshire  Television  Network  has  given  us  much  help  in  sup- 
plementing our  regular  classroom  work.  We  now  use  on  a  weekly  or  bi-weekly 
basis  the  following  programs: 

Grades  7  &  8         Places  in  the  News  (Social  Studies) 
World  of  Change  (Science) 
Cultural  Understandings  (Social  Studies) 
Developmental  Reading  (English) 

Grades  5  &  6         Cover  to  Cover  (Language  Arts) 
For  the  Love  of  Art  (Art) 
New  England  Field  Trips  (Social  Studies) 

Grades  3  &  4         Alive  and  About  (Science) 
Land  and  Sea  (Science) 
Our  New  Hampshire  (Social  Studies) 

Grades  1  &  2         Listen  and  Say  (Phonics) 

Mrs.  Helen  Evans  is  here  two  days  per  week  to  work  with  students  who 
need  extra  help  in  various  subjects.  She  works  with  10  students  individually 
from  Grades  1  through  5  —  20-30  minutes  each. 

Mr.  Peter  Thomson  is  here  every  other  week  to  conduct  his  physical  ed- 
ucation program.  In  addition  to  providing  physical  exercises  this  program 
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greatly  improves  school  spirit  and  attitude.  Both  Mrs.  Evans  and  Mr.  Thom- 
son are  here  through  the  Federally  funded  program  of  Title  1 . 

We  continue  to  participate  in  WPNH  Plymouth  Radio  programs.  7th  & 
8th  grade  students  record  the  5-minute  program  here  at  school  reporting  on 
various  activities.  The  programs  are  broadcast  Wednesdays  at  3:35  P.M.  The 
program  dates  for  the  remainder  of  the  year  are  March  4,  April  15,  May  13 
and  June  3. 

In  looking  ahead,  I  would  like  to  recommend: 

( 1 )  That  the  7th  &  8th  grades  be  tuitioned  to  a  Junior  High  School 
where  the  various  subjects  would  be  taught  by  teachers  trained  in 
the  subject  matter  areas. 

(2)  That  Warren  and  Wentworth  investigate  the  possibilities  of  estab- 
lishing a  kindergarten  between  the  two  towns. 

(3)  That  Warren  share  with  other  towns  or  on  a  supervisory  union 
basis  an  art  teacher  and  a  music  teacher. 

(4)  That  Warren  and  Wentworth  join  in  a  joint  effort  to  study  possi- 
bilities whereby  students  in  these  two  towns  will  have  equal  op- 
portunities in  education. 

The  trouble  with  a  cheap  education  is  that  we  never  stop  paying  for  it. 
Federal,  state  and  local  sources  of  revenue  must  be  fully  utilized  to  insure 
that  all  children  will  have  an  equal  opportunity  to  develop  to  the  point  where 
each  person  can  support  himself.  Otherwise  he  still  continues  to  live  on  wel- 
fare which  comes  from  our  tax  dollars. 

I  urge  all  New  Hampshire  citizens  to  contact  their  Legislators  to  let  them 
know  that  we  need  more  money  for  education.  The  current  State  Foundation 
Aid  law,  if  fully  funded,  would  return  to  Warren  in  1970-71  $36,600.07. 
HOWEVER,  due  to  lack  of  money  it  is  estimated  that  Warren  will  receive 
only  $13,951.18.  With  a  budget  of  over  $70,000.00,  the  $36,600.07  would 
make  a  big  difference  in  the  local  property  tax.  Warren's  Legislator  is  Fayne 
Anderson  —  contact  him  and  let  him  know  that  education  should  be  at  least 
fully  funded  as  provided  for  by  the  State  Foundation  Aid  law. 

I  want  to  thank  the  school  staff,  superintendent,  school  board  and 
people  of  Warren  for  their  cooperation,  assistance  and  friendship.
